Selectmen’s 


Annual Letter — 1963 





At the start of the year the Town faced two big prob- 
lems. Polution and sewers are still a problem and will be 
for some time to come, as will the cost of any sewage 
system. [his will be discussed in Town Meeting. Our im- 
mediate problem last spring was in getting a start on mak- 
ing the Camp Langdon area into Great Island Common. 


Our first project was to eliminate most of the unsightly 
temporary buildings but it was a question whether we 
would have to pay some one to tear these down, or whether 
we might realize a little cash by selling them. 


We could not afford to hire them torn down, so we ad- 
vertised in the newspaper that they were for sale. A number 
of replies were received and after showing the buildings to 
many inquirers and much discussion we decided that we 
could get about $200 each for the large buildings and $100 
each for the smaller ones, provided that we could furnish 
an area for the disposal of the scrap materials. 


We had a standard contract drawn up providing for 
prices as noted, plus the posting of a bond by the purchaser 
to assure his good faith. A time limit of 90 days was set 
on all contracts and the bond required was large enough 
to pay for tearing down the particular building if the pur- 
chaser became tired of the job and quit. For the large build- 
ings a $500 bond was required and for the small ones $200. 

We did not have to collect on any of the performance 
bonds but we did collect more than $150 in penalties from 
purchasers who wished to have their time limits extended. 

In some of the buildings to be demolished there was 
equipment that seemed to have salvageable value. We 
therefor removed this and stored it for later use or sale by 
the Town. or offered it to the building purchaser for an 
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additional sum, over and above the price of the building. 
We have stored a number of toilets, sinks, shower heads, 
oil burning equipment, and some electrical equipment. 
Some of this has already been used in the two buildings 
which we have started to recondition and we have an exact 
duplicate of the oil burner which is in the Town Hall. 
Altogether we sold a total of 32 buildings last summer, 
which made a good start on clearing the area. We hope that 
we may be able to sell a few more of the surplus buildings 
this year. T’he sale and demolition of these 32 buildings by 
so many different people required a lot of extra work by 
Town officers, and could not have been accomplished with- 
out the able assistance of Chief Greenberg. 

Our total income from buildings, equipment, and pen- 
alties was about $5,300.00 A complete report on the Great 
Island Common Fund which we established with this 
money is in this Town Report. According to our purchase 
agreement with the government, all money taken in from 
such sales must be spent on the area and cannot go into 
general Town funds. 


Although the program for Great Island Common is of 
necessity a long range one, there seems to us two areas which 
could and should have our immediate attention. We be- 
lieve that an area of some 27 acres such as this, should have 
some one taking care of it, if only to hold potential vandal- 
ism to a minimum. Our first use of some of these unexpected 

funds was to recondition the old Fire Station into a care- 
taker’s residence. We made a tentative agreement with Mr. 
Judson Spaulding to live there in exchange for 40 hours 
average work per month for the Town on the Common. 
He is free to work on the outside. We believe that this ar- 
rangement has worked out so far to our mutual satisfaction. 


The Post Theatre was larger than any other building of 
its type in town and while quite badly run down it seemed 
to have great future possibilities. We therefore started a 
program of rehabilitating and have so far installed a fine 
hardwood floor, repaired the roof, reconditioned and 
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weather-stripped the doors, installed two rest rooms, 
patched the walls and ceiling, ventilated the foundation, 
and worked on the heating system. Since the first of the 
year we have also insulated the ceiling and heating ducts 
with glass fibre. A lot of work remains to be done but 
when it is completed, we will have a building which the 
Town could not afford to build. 

By the alertness of a number of our residents we have 
been able to secure either at minimum cost or merely for 
the trucking—a fine stage curtain, over 100 wood seats, 
and a number of fine picnic tables. Donations have also 
included tthe entrance sign, a piano, trash barrels, and’ many 
other pieces of equipment. Members of the Recreation 
Commission have been generous with their time on projects 
in the Common. : 


As you may see from the Report, we still had about 
$2,800.00 left in the Great Island Common Fund at the 
end of 1963 and we hope that we may possibly add a little 
to this by the sale of further surplus buildings and material. 
We believe, and we certainly hope that you agree with us, 
that we have made a good start on this long range program, 
but there is an awful lot left to do. The Selectmen believe 
that the Town’s part in this program is to provide the 
places and some equipment but that any and ail programs 
and activity should be on a voluntary basis by interested 
citizens, thru the Recreation Commission, which has done 
an excellent job so far. 


This spring each resident will receive a ticket-pass for 
the Common, good for the resident, his family, and any 
house guests. We plan to charge an admission for others. 
We hope that you will make good use of the Common.

I wish to thank the citizens, teachers, school board 
and the selectmen for their cooperation during the past 
year. We are sorry to report that we had four reported 
accidents this year whereas we had only one last year, 
1962. We had two people receiving serious injuries in 
two of these motor vehicle accidents. We came close to 
losing our record that we have established of no motor 
vehicle fatality for twelve years. 


We answered 968 calls, of these 221 calls were taken 
between twelve midnight and 6 a.m. There were 39 night 
emergency calls which were in substance, reports of death, 
people stranded, and people in the hospital. A good many 
calls were not listed’ due to a personal nature and would 
be embarrassing to the individuals. A good many calls 
have nothing to do whatsoever with police work and they 
fall in the category of some nuisance calls and some legiti- 
mate. Such calls received were: when is my driveway 
going to be plowed, Mr. John Doe's septic tank is running 
in my property, boundary disputes. Twenty-five to thirty 
per cent of the calls were of a civil nature and the parties 
were advised to consult their attorneys. 


Seventy-nine persons have come to the house for 
various problems pertaining to marital and personal prob- 
lems. You will note that there were seventy-three cases 
in the municipal court for the year 1962; this has been 
reduced to thirty-nine for the year 1963. With the in- 
crease of drivers, the increase of registered vehicles and 
also with our increase in traffic, we have found by stopping 
these vehicles and giving the operators a warning that 
this works more effectively in most cases than bringing 
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the operators into court. The loss of a license usually 
creates more of a hardship than coming into court and the 
paying of a fine. We issued 752 warnings for motor ve- 
hicle violations. It is not the aim of this department to see 
how many people we can arrest or summons into our court. 
It has always been my theory that prevention is good law 
enforcement, in other words, stop it before it happens. We 
have sent seventy-three recommended suspensions to the 
motor vehicle for the year 1963. 


We had the following calls which are included in the 
968 calls for the year 1963. Eight emergency ambulance 
calls to the hospital, 21 domestic calls, 40 drunk and dis- 
turbing the peace calls, 14 reported missing persons, 15 
reported missing children, 8 dog bites, 2 dogs killed by 
cars, 12 cats killed by cars, 6 cars towed from impeding 
traffic and snow removal, and 12 ‘‘Peeping Tom’’ calls. 
Numerous calls were received on garbage barrels tipped over 
by dogs, also calls on tipped garbage barrels by racoons in 
the wee hours of the morning. Assistance at fires, also pick- 
ing up unauthorized people soliciting in the town of New 
Castle, also the recovery of stolen property and stolen 
cars stolen and left in New Castle. 


Investigation of bodies brought in by the Coast Guard 
were made, also investigations of various problems and dis- 
turbances of the employees and the guests at the Hotel 
Wentworth. 


In watching some of our residents driving, we would 
like to caution them that the school zones are marked 
with Caution signs; we therefore would appreciate them 
slowing down as it is required by law to 20 mph. We 
also caution them that stop signs mean STOP not just 
slowing down. Keep to the right of the yellow line. It was 
put there for your protection and for the protection of 
others. New Castle still holds the record of being one of 
the safest towns in the State. This could not have been 
accomplished without the continued cooperation of our 
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senior and junior citizens. 


Let us make the coming year a safe one, as you will 
recall accidents can cost you money as your insurance pre- 
mium is based on your accident performance.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S 
ANNUAL REPORT 


I am pleased to take this opportunity to present my 
third annual report to School Board Members and voters 
of Supervisory Union No. 21. 


This year’s report will include the usual membership 
and staff sections and three additional topics, namely: 
Committee of Eight Studies Union-wide Problems, Bus- 
iness Administrator, and Achievement Tests of Basic Skills. 


MEMBERSHIP AND STAFF 


Supervisory Union No. 21 continues to include eight 
school districts, namely; Hampton, Hampton Falls, New 
Castle, North Hampton, Rye, Seabrook, South Hampton, 
and Winnacunnet Cooperative. In December of 1963 there 
were in these eight districts 3,738 pupils in grades K-12 
attending schools, and a total of 250 school personnel, in- 
cluding; administrators, teachers, nurses, secretaries, cafe- 
teria staff, and custodians—an increase of 219 pupils over 
the previous year and a total of 9 additional staff members.

by districts and the number of employees in the several 
categories in each district.

Committee of Etght Studies Uniton-wide Problems 


Considerable thought is being given by a committee 
composed of representatives from each of the eight districts 
within Supervisory Union No. 21. Mrs. Helen Coorssen 
of South Hampton, Mrs. Viola Brown of Seabrook, Mrs. 
Helen Potvin of Rye, Mr. George Miller of North Hamp- 
ton, Mrs. Carol Cole of New Castle, Mr. Robert Weaver 
of Hampton Falls, Mrs. Olga Casassa of Hampton and 
Mr. John Trumbull of Winnacunnet School Board, Hamp- 
ton Falls are committee members. 


One exploratory meeting was held on January 16, 1964 
and the second meeting is scheduled for January 30, 1964. 


The Seabrook School Board is working with a building 


70 


committee to provide classrooms which are needed to house 
the increased enrollments. Very likely Seabrook will pro- 
vide for its own pupils in grades 1-8 for several years to 
come. Long-range plans are uncertain at this time, and 
additional facilities are needed without delay. 


South Hampton has already provided an addition to 
meet the classroom shortage in that District. 


Hampton Falls may be sending, if voters in the districts 
concerned approve, their sixth graders to the Hampton 
Academy building on a tuition basis for a period not to 
exceed three years, while further study is given to possible 
district reorganization. [his interim measure seems to me 
to be a practical way to hold action in abeyance until the 
appropriate long-range plans can be finalized. 


North Hampton has a conspicuous space problem. A 
citizens’ advisory committee is working cooperatively with 
the School Board to find some reasonable solution. Possibly 
North Hampton, Hampton, and Hampton Falls will decide 
to jointly provide for the junior high grades. It seems to 
me that such a plan would have both educational and econ- 
omic benefits to all three districts. 


Rye School District is to again consider a building pro- 
gram which, if approved, would provide improved facilities 
at the Junior High level as well as the additional class- 
rooms needed. It may be desirable for Rye to accept, under 
some long-term arrangement, seventh and eighth grade 
students from nearby Greenland. 


New Castle seems ready to work out some long-term 
arrangement with Portsmouth which surely could work 
to the advantage of both Town and City. 


These suggestions record only a few of the possibilities 
which need further consideration. We shall look to the 
“Committee of Eight’? to make specific recommendations 
after giving careful study to this rather involved and ex- 
ceedingly important matter. 
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Business Administrator Proposed for Supervisory 
Union No. 21 


The work load at the Supervisory Union Office is such 
that an additional person is needed to effectively attend to 
business matters. The repair and maintenance work on 
eleven school buildings requires more supervision than the 
present staff is able to give. Also help is needed in the in- 
terests of business economy to supervise more closely the 
budgeting-procurement-accounting cycle of school business. 


The eight districts served now have more than 3,700 
pupils enrolled and about 250 employees, including: teach- 
ers, nurses, custodians, and lunchroom workers. The sev- 
eral school boards have studied the staffing problem and, 
with encouragement from the State Department of Ed- 
ucation, have unanimously voted to include an article in 
the warrant of each separate district. 


The State Department of Education has indicated that 
this Union is high on a priority list to receive $2,500 
annually to be used to help defray the salary for such a 
position, providing voters approve the school boards’ 
recommendation. 


The business of Supervisory Union No. 21 exceeds 2 
million dollars annually, and the full-time attention of a 
trained business administrator to serve as an assistant to 
the superintendent is being recommended as a practical and 
necessary solution to the problem. 


A starting salary of $6,000 has been suggested with 
$2,500 from State funds, and $3,500 raised through 
proration to the eight school districts. “The cost to each 
district has been computed to include both the Winnacun- 
net assessment and the pre-existing district assessment as 


shown below:

Achievement Tests of Basic Skills 
(Grades 3 - 8) 


The Iowa Test of Basic Skills provides for the measure- 
ment of certain skills involved in reading, work-study, 
language, and arithmetic. These skills are crucial and deter- 
mine, to a considerable degree, the extent to which a pupil 
can profit from continued instruction. 


‘The tests are designed more to measure the ability to 
apply generalizations than the remembering of them. Thus 
a youngster must not only know the rules for capitalization 
but he must also demonstrate his understanding of the rules 
by using them. 

‘Teachers use achievement itests to become quickly and 
dependably acquainted with the educational accomplish- 
ments of each pupil. They need such objective information 
to adapt instruction to individual and group needs. | 


Another purpose is to supply the pupil and his parents 
With important information needed in the selection of 
appropriate educational goals. 


‘These tests also provide school officials with an objective 
and dependable basis for the evaluation of school and class 
achievement. We can identify curriculum strengths and 
weaknesses, and a comprehensive analysis will reveal im- 
plications concerning the effectiveness of instruction. 


From test results we may measure growth as well as 
present standing. Iwo students scoring at the same level 
may represent quite different rates of growth. It is hardly 
enough to determine achievement, we must evaluate the 
achievement in terms of the pupil’s capacity. In fact, it 
would not be especially important to determine present 
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position unless it is considered in the light of other factors. 
Please keep in mind that achievement test results provide 
only a partial basis for evaluating instruction as you con- 
sider the union-wide averages. 


‘This year’s union-wide averages compare favorably with 
the schools across the Nation which were selected at random 
to make up the normative sample. 


Union No. 21 third graders scored on the average above 
91 percent of the schools included in the normative sample; 
the average fourth grade score was above the score of 84 
per cent of the schools sampled; the fifth grade averaged 
higher than 88 per cent of the schools; sixth graders out- 
distanced 85 per cent; seventh graders scored on the average 
above 83 per cent of the schools; and this Union’s eighth 
grade exceeded 86 per cent of the schools used to prepare 
the norms. 

To bring fuller meaning to these statistics, one should 
realize that New England’s norms are usually higher than 
the norms prepared for the Nation as a whole. Nevertheless, 
these scores are very favorable indeed. 

All seven communities within Union No. 21 can well be 
proud of the pupils, and the educational opportunity which 
is being provided from tax dollars to insure human pro- 
gress. 


A Point of View 

Increased costs of education, as hesitant as we may be to 
accept them are surely to be preferred over the more costly 
alternatives such as expanded welfare services and penal 
custody. 

Although no single factor can be held entirely respon- 
sible for human progress, a quality education made avail- 
able to youth seems to me to hold great promise.

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SCHOOL NURSE'S 
R oN REPORT 


MARCH 1963 TO FEBRUARY 1964 


New Castle health checkups were conducted during Oct- 
ober and early November by Dr. Harold Hoefle, assisted 
by the school nurse. Sixty-three children were examined 
during this program. Several minor conditions were de- 
tected and reported to parents. 

In early December tthe school nurse was contacted by a 
member of the state-approved mobile dental clinic. This 
program, which has been held in our school in previous 
years, was once again available to our pupils. Because of 
space limitations for dental chairs and equipment, it was 
necessary to omit the clinic this year. 

In March the pupils of New Castle are scheduled to be 
given tuberculin tests. hese tests are given under the aus- 
pices of the New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association. 
Adult personnel of the school have been checked for tuber- 
culosis as required. 

Children who have been absent from school three or 
more days must be examined before returning to school. 
These checkups are usually conducted at the nurse’s home 
on Main Street before school in the morning. Thirty-seven 
such examinations have been made since March 1963. 

Hearing tests are arranged for whenever it appears neces- 
sary. Vision screening, usually done during the spring 
months, will be started soon. 

The school nurse desires ito cooperate with the school 
board, personnel, parents and community groups in all 
activities pertaining to the health and well-being of New 
Castle children.
